The meeting weas called to order with Meyor Drake presiding.

MR. ED CLARK, representing the Southwestern Bell Telephone Compeny, in its
request for rate increase, asked the Council to take action on the Motion for Re-
hearing as soon as it could, copies of the motlion having been sent to the Council
lagt Saturday. Councilman Long wanted to study the transeript more thoroughly
and asked for additional time., Councilmen MacCorkle told Mr, Clark he did not
mean to be postponing the matter, but he would like tohave a little more time to
investigate getting an evaluation expert, and wat it would cost to go into court.
He felt the matter could be settled out of Court and the people would be benefit-
ted by not going into Cowrt. MR. M. J. WILLIAMS, Assistant General Manasger of
the Telephone Company stating that the Council would not stand by and see one of
its largest taxpayers placed under undue hardship, urged that the Council answer
this motion at 1tz earliest possible date. MRS, EVANGELINE WILLIAMS spoke agains
any rate increase and asked the Counceil to take the mabter on into cowrt. MR,
M. W. QAKIEY asked the Council not to grant any increase. The Mayor stated he
wanted a little more time to discuss the legal aspects of this, and Mr. Clark
agreed. Mr. Clark stated the Company would be glad to go over any questions with
~ ‘the Couneil, about their testimony.
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MR. BUD HARRIS, Fiskville Community, outlined & water problem that nine
residents were having since the private line to which their weater lines were
connected, was to be removed. These people were outside the City limits at the
time the Interregional Highway right-of-way was purchased by the County, and it
was their understanding that the County would move the lines for them., The City
Manager explained thelr problem, and stated he had recommended s refund contract
for them, and to put in a good water system; but they had not seemed interested
in that, After further discussion, Councilmen Long moved that the City Manager
be instructed to confer with the County Commissionerst! Court and see if they
could errive at some understanding in the matter and report back to the Council.

That any public utility, or public or privete property, disturbed or
injured as a result of any of the activities necessary for the completion of the
construction work for said building projects, whether done by the Contractor,
City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired at the Contrac-
tor's expense.

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect, indemmify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person or
property that may acerue to or be brought by any person by reason of the exer-
cise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of Austin

WHEREAS, H. P, Ross is the Contractor for the alteration of a building
located at 215—17 East 6th Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and
street space abutting the east 1/2 of Lot 9 and the west 1/2 of Lot 8, Block
57, of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the alteration
of the building, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of
materials therefor; therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinsbove enunerated be granted to said
H. P. Ross, the boundary of which 1ls described as follows: :

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the above de-
scrived property; thence in a northerly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of East 6th Street to a
point 4 feet south of the south curb line; thence in a
westerly direction and parallel with the centerline of
East 6th Street approximstely k6 feet to a point; thence

That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any eveni all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than September 30, 1952.

(7). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or imstallation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demend it.

(8). That the mse and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of sald space any time
with its public utilities, or for obher necessary public purposes.

"I certify that the tax assessments for the property hereinafter
described in the name of D, D. Heath 1s incorrect for the feollowing reasons:

"The assessments involved were apparently based upon an appraisal prior
to 1932 at which time the land was assessed at 1.6 acres of land when, as a
matter of fact, at least two-thirds of this land as shown by the plat records
of the City is actwally under water. This land abuts the Colorade River and
prior to the time the flood waters were controlled by the present dems it
was seversl times completely covered by water during each flood. A small part
of this land was washed away by the worst of the floods. The soll is sandy
and uneven and some 10 to 15 feet below the level of the street abutting it.
When the land was reappraised in 1947 it was valued at $110.00, and the value
from 1932 through 1946 was no greater thasn it was in 1947.

Since it would be necessary to require
quite a bit of right-of-way for sidewalks, and since those not in favor of includ-
ing the sidewalks in with the paving program had such s large amount of footage oul
of the total amount %o be considered, €ounéilmainiMacCorkle moved that the Director
of Public Works be instructed to prepare & new roll omitting the sidewalks on
Koenig Lene. The motion, seconded by Councilmen White, carried by the following

Councilman Long submitted a suggestion she had read of in the Texas League
of Municipalities, whereby some cities had a box on a certain number of parking
meters and citizens could put their tickets in an envelope and 50¢ and deposit it
in the box. The cities reported collecting twice as much money this way, and she
wanted this suggestion passed on to Mr. Klapproth.

There being no further business, the Council adjourned subjeect o the call
of the Mayor.
